MIAMI BEACH, Fla., Feb. 4.—Pres­ 
ident-elect Hoover was urged to con­ 
vene the extra session of congress on 
April I by Senator Reed Smoot, chair­ 
man of the state finance committee, 
today. 
The Utah senator said this would 
enable both senate and house to pass 
the farm and tariff bills and adjourn 
before the hot weather set in. April 
15 had been set as the tentative date 
previously for convening. 
Smoot said he favored appropriating 
whatever amount of money appeared 
necessary for adequate farm relief but 
would 
oppose any 
measure which 
would involve price-fixing. He assert­ 
ed that lf $300,000,000 was Inadequate, 
he would vote to appropriate as high 
as $500,000,000. 
Hoover To Visit Everglades. 
Smoot arrived here this morning for 
a series of conferences with the pres­ 
ident-elect on federal finances and 
tariff. 
He explained that a session 
starting April I was necessary if con­ 
gress was to get its important busi­ 
ness through before the hot weather 
set in. 
To open on April 15, Smoot 
predicted, would be certain to run the 
session well into July and force ad ad­ 
journment because of heat. 
Mr. 
Hoover told Glenn Skipper, 
Florida national committeeman, that 
he will make a two-day trip of the 
region around 
Lake Okeechobee to 
survey the need for flood control in 
the Everglades, starting 
about the 
lith or 15th of this month. 
The tour of the Everglades will be 
made by motor. Skipper estimated the 
entire trip would encompass about 
450 miles.

In his flight to Cristobal, which will 
take three days, Col. Lindbergh wilt 
retrace a part of the space he travers- 
ed several months ago on a good-will 
mission to tho Latin-American coun­ 
tries.

Col. Lindbergh expected to reach 
Cristobal 4 o’clock Wednesday after, 
noon. 
Three Passengers Aboard. 
Aboard the air mail plane with Col. 
Lindbergh are John Hambleton, vice 
president of the Pan-American Air* 
ways; Harry Bunkley, radio operator, 
and J. T. Trippe, president of the 
Pan-American company. Trippe will 
go only as far as Havana. 
Colonel Lindbergh’s plane, a Sikor­ 
sky ampbiban two-motored ship, will 
keep in constant touch with the main­ 
land by radio. 
Five hundred pounds of mail were 
loaded onto the ship before the take­ 
off. 
After eating early breakfast, Col. 
Lindbergh came upon the Pan-Ameri­ 
can field at 6:40 with James A. Paton, 
general-traffic manager of the Pan- 
American lines. 
“Everybody stay off the field, 
please,” the flying colonel requested, 
and guards cleared the 1,500 persons 
from the field. 
“We’re Off Again,” He Says. 
A few minutes later Col. Lindbergh 
was in his plane. 
“Well, we’re off again,” he smiled. 
After reaching Havana. Cd. Lind­ 
bergh will wend his way to British 
Honduras, and thence through the 
west Central American coast to Cris­ 
tobal, Panama Canal Zone. 
Col. Lindbergh yesterday was the 
luncheon guest of President-elect Her­ 
bert Hoover. 
The straight airline distance be­ 
tween Havana and Belize is 5C0 miles. 
The route lies in a southwesterly di­ 
rection over the Caribbean just south 
of the Gulf of Mexico. 
Lindbergh will spend tonight at 
Belize, hooping off tomorrow morn­ 
ing for Managua, capital of Nicarai 
gua. This leg of the Journey will take 
him over a wild region filled with 
mountains and thick jungles and vir­ 
tually uninhabited save for hamlets 
and roving band3 of Indians. 
Cuban officials who greeted Lind­ 
bergh gave him a birthday cake in 
honor of his 27th birthday. 
After remaining tonight at Belize, 
Col. Lindbergh will leave for Managua, 
Nicaragua, by way of Tela, Honduras. 
From Managua be will fly to Punta 
Arenas, Costa Rica, David, Panama 
and Colon.

LISBON, O , Feb. 4 —The automo- 
ble drivers' license bill is likely to 
have clear Balling In the legislature 
at Columbus, according to State Rep­

Now come the British proposing to do the same for 
the last of hor old four-masted sqnare-riggers, and save 
her from Davy Jones’ Locker. The Gartbpool is still gal­ 
lant and strong, able to buck the waves aud outride a 
tempest; but sooner or later she will go the way of 
the others of her kind and her memory perish. 
Tim Honorable Company of Master Marines of Lon­ 
don is planning to buy the old ship, tie her up near 
Black friars Bridge, muke of her a museum or training 
ship and thus keep alive a splendid tradition of Eng­ 
lish maritime history. In these days of progress we are 
wont to let perish and disappear from the earth the 
creations of our yesterdays and then later wish we had 
taken the trouble to preserve them. Let us hope that the 
Gartbpool may be preserved and become a reminder 
to the people of England of their glorious past. 


int*. | now Is a name synonymous with winter sports but a 
movement Is on foot to bring an equal distinction to 
Lake Placid In New York state. 
The Important step looking toward such a result which 
has Just been taken Is adoption by tho Legislature of 
New York of a resolution inviting the International Olym­ 
pic committee to hold the winter Olympic games at Lake 
Placid in 1932. It is felt by Americans familiar with Lake 
Placid In winter that lf tho winter Olympic is once held 
there it will return periodically, attracting competitors 
from all over the world. 
Lake Placid is not without a rival, however. California 
is trying to get that state selected as the arena of the 
1922 winter Olympic games and it Is reported that a fund 
of SI,OOO,OOO has been guaranteed for the providing of 
facilities and tho Caro of visitors aud competitors. Cali­ 
fornia has many advantages to offer. The games would 
have to be beld in the mountains at a considerable dis­ 
tance from any large city and many facilities would 
have to tie provided. The state is hopeful of inclin ing the 
International committee to select California and argues 
that visitors from abroad woald have tho opportunity of 
visiting Hollywood, visiting the beadles, and experienc­ 
ing the California climate of avheh everyone has heard. 
Its great disadvantage Is the distance. Most Olympic 
competitors come from Europe, especially those.compet­ 
ing in tho winter gam s. They would not only have to 
cross the ocean but also the North American continent 
to reach California. Expenses would he heavy. 
Lake Placid, on the other hand, is only a few hours 
from New York. Moreover, the proponents of that resort 
as a location for the 1932 games point out that they 
have had long experience in conducting winter sports 
and all the facilities already provided and regularly in 
use. Further, Lake Placid is but a few hours from Que­ 
bec, another well-fitted winter sports location. 
The outcome of tills competition between N ev York 
and California is being watched with interest by de­ 
votees of skiing, skating, tobogganing, hockey, and the 
various other winter sports. The International committee 
will meet In Alexandria, Egypt, late in February, to make 
Its selection and, meantime these two American com­ 
munities, more than three thousand miles apart, are 
bringing to bear all the influence they can. New York 
so far has made no suggestion In connection with money 
to meet the million dollar attraction California offers 
but it is not unlikely that an announcement will be made 
before the Alexandria meeting. 
Winter sports have been held every winter at. Lake 
Placid for years and athletes of many nations have com­ 
peted in Internatlon ii contests held there hut the Olym­ 
pic games have never been held in the Adirondacks. 
The sporting events are held In January and February. 
The annual dog sled derby was recently run. It was 
won this year by Leonhard Seppala, who won Interna­ 
tional fame by his dash over the Alaskan snows to carry 
serum to a plague-stricken community cut off from the 
world by the hand of winter. Tho experienced Alaskan 
driver sent his dogs over the fifteen mile course in 
one hour thirteen minutes and five seconds. Tho tem­ 
perature was six degrees below zero. A woman, Mrs. 
J. P. Ricker, Jr., of Poland Springs, Maine, was second, 
coming in only five minutes behind the famous Alaskan. 
Every year an Ice carnival Is held at Lake Placid, the 
crowning event of the winter games season. 
Winter sports have been carried on iii the California 
mountains for years but there is no such central place 
aa Lake Placid. Illinois and Minnesota also have winter 
sports but they qre not competing for tho 1022 Olym­ 
pic games. Lake Placid regards her real competitor as 
St. Moritz where the last Olympic winter games were 
held. 
The Lake Placid contests are conducted for both ama­ 
teur and professional entrants and, in addition, the re­ 
gion each winter attracts many persons who do not com­ 
pete in the games but Join in the sports for pleasure 
Winter mountain climbing is one of tho most arduous 
of these sports.

To be perfectly colorless and 
absolutely unemotional is an unde­ 
sirable state. 
It is important as you go through 
life, to have habits and to follow prac­ 
tices 
that will make for your own 
welfare as well as the happiness of 
those about you. Happiness and con­ 
tentment, founded on right conduct, 
mean much more than their effect 
upon your mind. 
As a matter of fact, conduct of this 
sort will contribute materially to your 
physical welfare.

That all persons who should become 
members o" tho kingdom of God and 
by the act merit eternal salvation 
must needs be transformed and made 
anew by the experience of what ap­ 
proximates another birth was the af­ 
firmation of the Rev. L. J. Davison, 
pastor of the First United Presbyter­ 
ian church yesterday morning a>, In 
the third of a series of sermons on 
the theme, “The Gates of Life," he 
discussed that of “Conversion.” 
He had previously discussed In turn 
the gates of “Service” and that of 
“ The Grace of God.” The fourth, ‘‘The 
Gate of Death” will be 
considered 
probably next Sunday. 
Preceding his discourse 
the con­ 
gregation stood to receive au entire 
family Into church relationship. The 
ceremony was concluded with prayer 
• K l the pertinent comment of the 
pastor: “He that confesses me before 
men Him will I also confess before 
the angels of God.” 
Quoting Christ from the narrative 
of Matthew, the Rev. Mr. Davison 
utilized the assertion: 
“Except 
ye 
be converted and become as little 
children ye can not enter the king­ 
dom of heaven” as a text. 
He averted that all of the gates of 
the quartet used in the series would 
have to be met by every man and 
women whether they would do so or 
not.” At each of these gates there 
must be a decision and to fail to de­ 
cide properly causes us to conform 
to the world and become servants 
of the flesh and the devil,” he said. 
“It Is ours by accepting the Christ 
to enter the gate of service and within 
Its portals labor in His vineyard. To 
turn away from the gate of God's 
grace is to turn from the only thing 
that enables us to enter thereto. All 
will have to enter the gate of death. 
The time will come when, examined 
by a physician a verdict of but a 
few more hours of life will be given. 
This gate is inescapable. It cannot be 
gone around even though we fight 
disease, court health by pilgrimages 
to Florida, California and Bermuda. 
And so the gate of conversion thus 
looms. Since by It the seeming ter 
m rs of the death gate can be nulli­ 
fied.” 
He showed how two facts of ex­ 
istence confronted all at the gate of 
conversion, that of evil and the hope 
of alleviation from it. “The principle 
of attempting to avoid that which ab­ 
hors and harms is as old as the hu­ 
man race,” he said. "If ill we think 
of health and make effort to attain it; 
if lost we bend energies to lie found: 
those in a storm on the sea base hope 
that the S. O. S. sent out, will bring 
rescue. 
“And thus we are sinners, all of 
tis, since none has exceeded to the 
glory of God. The fact of our human 
depravity impels itself. We would be 
free from it; would shake it off. And 
there Is but one way to deal decisively 
with sin—to be converted and become

Describes Nicodemus' Visit. 
And so conversion causes us to go 
over to God’s side. 
It is a turning 
definitely 
from 
something to some­ 
thing; it is not the turning round and 
round as a wheel. 
You can turn the 
point of a compass from the north, but 
the moment you let go it moves back 
to the north again. 
Conversion is a 
definite turn as Paul declared from 
tho old to tho new' man. It is the re­ 
turn in spirit to God from whom tho 
sinner has been estranged. Once cre­ 
ated holy nnd having fallen from this 
high estate 
conversion Is a turning 
hack with a re-declaration of loyalty 
and love to God.” 
Tho visit of Nicodemus to Christ 
was vividly described by the Rev. Mr. 
Davison In which he asked his audi­ 
ence to also enter in thought with tho 
seeker of truth. 
“Nicodemus 
obeyed 
the 
strange 
longings of 
his heart. 
No human 
power had proved satisfactory lo him. 
He thus, 
as 
you can do and must, 
listened to the most profound sermon 
ever falling from human lips. 
lie described how Nicodemus had 
been trying the wrong tilings, those 
which did not touch that which he 
most needed. 
He showed how, 
in­ 
stead of finding 
what 
was 
really 
wrong with a watch he had been try­ 
ing to remedy it by-the working of its 
hands or the polishing of its face. 
“Tho fault is with you yourself. Nic­ 
odemus,” he made the Lord to affirm, 
‘ What you need is to be born again. 
You need a complete change of heart. 
You must become a new' creature, one 
transformed and going in an entirely 
different direction to that which you 
have been following.” 
And he made the trite declaration 
that on this nocturnal occasion Christ 
was not talking to a man down and 
out; he was not a squanderer of life. 
On the contrary he was one of 
the 
best educated, refined, religious and 
decent men of his day. 
Refers Pennsylvania Blue Laws Fight. 
“It should cause us who are church 
people to pause when we realize that 
the Christ on this occasion was talk­ 
ing to one such as we hold ourselves 
to be. 
Though Nicodemus was out­ 
wardly religious lie was unqualifiedly 
told that he must behorn again and 
made over.” 
How he felt that in these modern 
days religion 
was 
becoming some­ 
thing foreign to that which was inau­ 
gurated by Jesus was averred by the 
pastor. 
“Sin is not now regarded as 
a terrible thing as was held by David. 
he remarked. 
“We hear much these 
days of sin being just an indiscretion, 
an irregularity. 
But David did not 
soft-pedal it. 
Because of this easy viewpoint of 
sin we turn to everything else but the 
obeying of the Christly assertion to 
‘Seek ye first the kingdom of heaven.' 
If we have a few' moments left from 
our other activities perchance we may 
seek it a bit.” 
In this connection he called atten­ 
tion to the attempt in Pennsylvania 
just now to do away with the blue 
laws of the commonwealth which has 
obtained in it for more than a century. 
"In the old days men and women fre­ 
quently worked from sunrise to sun­ 
set and in doing so obeyed scriptural 
Injunctions as they made for a com­ 
munity foundationed on the fear of 
the Lord.

“Tho way of 
life is narrow, but 
wide the way that leadeth to destruc­ 
tion. • We must have repentance fol­ 
lowing a sense of sin that begets sin­ 
c e r e sorrow therefor.

Defines Conversion. 
Conversion, he defined, as Hie going 
Hie opposite way from that previously 
penetrated. 
“It's also a transforma­ 
tion, Hie turning of one inside out, 
upside down. Iii a word the becoming 
of a new c reature. 
He likened nils transformation to 
a worm, one creeping on the ground, 
finally being given wings to fly and 
rising above it into an entirely new 
atmosphere. “From a once unsightly 
creature Hie transformation gives to 
the worm, flying, the appealing col­ 
ors of a rainbow. Thus it lias become 
an object of beauty in movement and 
color. 
Its transformation has become 
completed and entire.” 
He beld that conversion stood at 
the very entrance of the Christian 
life. 
“It 
is 
tho 
massive 
gateway 
throught which we have entered to 
walk with God. 
It is as the beacon 
rocks marking the entrance into a 
channel; a veritable lighted Statue 
of Liberty lighting the way into the 
harbor of a life culminating in salva­ 
tion. 
That conversion was a new birth 
comparable to the change told to Nlco- 
domiiH by Jesus when the former vis­ 
ited him at night was also suggested 
by him. It is the same thing as when 
Gentiles qualified to become sons of 
Abraham; as when 
immigrants 
be­ 
came naturalized, foreswearing their 
native countries and averring allegi­ 
ance to the new. thus acquiring an­ 
other flag and nation. 
First Methodist Episcopal. 
The Bible teaches there is but one 
ground for divorce and that adultery, 
declared Dr. W arren O. Hawkins yes­ 
terday In discussing marital infelicity 
in another sermon of a series on “The 
Home” which he is now delivering on 
Sunday nights In the First Methodist 
Episcopal church. 
Until 1920 the General Conference 
of our church held to this viewpoint. 
Since, this stand has been modified 
to conform to the idea that it Is the 
function of the state to determine the 
reasons for permanent separation of 
those not abote to continue living to­ 
gether.” 
He held, however, that it was the 
function of the church to determine 
which of the separated parties shall 
be permitted to remarry. 
And that 
this function has become largely in­ 
dividual w'ith the ministers of the de­ 
nomination.

shriek, 
leaped high in the air—and forgot to 
come down. 
W ithout further ado, they then and 
there pronounced H err Schmeling the 
champion in everything except name. 
Now, In the clear, cold light of an­ 
other day, they seem to feel th a t they 
m ay have been a bit hasty. I would 
venture, offhand, that they are look­ 
ing for an “out” in case H err Schmel­ 
ing up and dives on his palate the 
next tim e out as he did w ith Larry 
Gaines and Gypsy Daniels. 
On the other hand one observer re­ 
mains so im pressed w ith Schmeling 
th a t he predicts Tunney will retire 
from retirem ent to save the situation, 
which I am sure will come as interest­ 
ing news to Tunney. 
Complaining th a t Schmeling doesn’t 
weave so th at he may hit, as does 
Dempsey, 
one 
critic 
says 
today: 
“Schmeling will have to hook up his 
hitting m ore intim ately with his weav­ 
ing. 
Plain weaving won t get a man 
anywhere unless he is in the knit 
goods business.” 
I m ieht add th at I consider this a 
very wise crack and a very unwise 
observation. 
However, let us pass

so does a dozen others, w ithout re­ 
calling the slightest illusion to Demp­ 
sey.

Max really is 
nothine hut a head felnter, who uses 
th e articiee to draw a lead, which he 
thereupon counters o r attem pts Jo 
counter. 
The gesture also serves to afford a

fancies a straight left. Lead a left 
hook at him and lie covers. Schmeling 
la not a forcing fighter. He la a de­ 
fensive fighter w ith a punch and, as 
such, the weave has served to make 
him good. 
The critic who saw him as a bum 
for six rounds had plenty of good eye­ 
sight, as far as my smoked glasses 
w ere concerned. It is possible th a t he 
even saw more than Risko did. How­ 
ever, this critic did seem to h it the 


nail on the noggin w ith fair accuracy 
when he thought he observed sigr^ 
th at Schmeling w asn’t altogeher in. 
different about punches received in 
and upon the 
mezzanine level. 
The 
young man, in my opinion, might take 
an awful slathering down there from 
some of our real body punchers. 
The truth of the m atter is that the 
perfect fighting man probably never 
lived. If he had one thing, he probab­ 
ly didn’t have another. And when we 
am discussing Schmeling, it may be 
well to overlook some of the tlii''^—
